A president resigns, another position 
is cut, and the effects of cuts on Affir- 
mative Action in counseling are ex- 
amined at the March 1 governing board 
meeting. 

Dr. Gibb Madsen, superintendent 
president of Hartnell, announced his 
resignation to a packed board room at 
the March 1 meeting. 

“These years have been very 
challenging...| feel it is time to retire 
and pursue. other interests,”’ said 
Madsen. 


The 59 year old superintendent- 
president has held his position at Hart- 
nell for 13 years, yet that willcometo | 
an end on Aug. 31. 

Prior to working at Hartnell, Madsen 
served as dean of students at Chabot 
College, president of Butte College, 
and the dean of students of Foothill Col- 
lege. 

Lloyd Lowery Jr., president of the 
board, stated that the board had ac- 
cepted the resignation with ‘the 
deepest feelings of appreciation for the 
work Dr. Madsen has done for the 
board.”’ 

At the same meeting, another cut was 
added to the list of reductions for next 
semester, this time in the technology 
programs.

The board unanimously approved a 50 
percent cutback in the workload of Bob 
Reiger, vocational instructor. 

Bob Rieger, machinist instructor, told 
the board that a 50 percent reduction 
would eliminate his program. 

“You've got millions of dollars of in- 
vestment there,’’ said Rieger, ‘‘I’d hate 
to see the facility just be shut down 
when we could maybe cut it a little.’’ 
According to Rieger, the program has 
an enrollment greater than the state 
average. 

Board president Lloyd Lowrey Jr. 
said the reduction was intended to put 
technology programs on an equal 
footing with the other disciplines slated 
for reduction. 

Other matters discussed at 
meeting were: 

x Reduction of the counseling staff 
and its effect on Affirmative Action. 

“We need a broader perspective and 
a whole reevaluation of what’s being 
cut,’”’ said Harrison Peoples, chairper- 
son of the Affirmative Action Commit- 
tee. 

According to Peoples, the policy of 
last one hired, first one fired results in 
ethnic misrepresentation. ‘‘It’s an 
issue we have to change. ! don’t think 
its going to happen if we continue to de- 
pend on luck.’’

For every hour one student is in a class, the college 
gets a certain amount of money. 

if one adds up all the hours every student is in 

class, one can find out how much the teacher is bring- 
ing to the school in ADA. 

Subtract the teacher's salary and fringes and his por. 
tion of the discipline’s other instructional costs from 
how much he is bringing in, and you come up with 
some interesting figures. 

Cut , lose $8,000 in ADA; cut fine arts, lose 
$7,500; cut P.E. classes, lose a whopping $57,000; cut 
anth , lose $23,000; cut ethnic studies, lose 
$10,000; cut history, lose $24,000; cut psychology and 
lose $9,000 in ADA money. All of this comes to a grand 
total about $138,000 that the college will lose in ADA if 
the cuts are not changed. 

Madsen may have done some good things for the 
college, but one must question his reasons for the 
budget cuts after seeing these figures. 


The board need only do some figuring on their own 
to see that these cuts are probably the worst ones 
which could have been made. 

There is still time for the board members to change 
their minds, still time for them to save the college 
money, if only they take the time to examine the cuts 
as we have done.
